(IP)—An un­ 
usual atmosp here of susp ense 
cleated over President Roose­ 
velt’s p rogram for dealing with 
the business recession dominated 
the start today of a new congres­ 
sional session. 
Legislators were aware that 
the chief executive had been sub­ 
jected to a cross-fire of advice— 
from one group th at wanted him 
to assert an aggressive Liberal 
leadership and from another 
that counseled moderation. 
There 
were advance 
hints, 
from 
usually 
well-informed 
quarters, however, th at the p res­ 
ident had decided to subordinate 
discussion of domestic p roblems 
in his annual message to a re­ 
p ort on the troubled internation­ 
al scene. 
The congress assembling at 
noon was the same one which, 
in two sessions last y ear, revolted 
against 
such 
administration 
measures as the Roosevelt court 
bill 
and 
the 
Black-Connery 
wage-hour bill. 
But this time it was meeting 
under fundamentally different 
circumstances. 
When 
it con­ 
vened a y ear ago business was 
booming, and the p resident had 
just won the biggest election 
victory in the nation’s history . 
Now, however, congress faced 
national elections a few months 
ahead and official figures show­ 
ing unemp loy ment once more on 
the climb. 
The widesp read interest in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s address was 
indi­ 
cated by the fact th at the three 
nationwide 
radio 
chains 
ar­ 
ranged to broadcast it at I p . rn., 
and th at it was going by short­ 
wave to foreign lands. 
Few formalities were involved 
in 
starting the 
congressional 
session, for from a legislative 
standp oint, the members were 
merely reconvening after the 
Christmas recess. 
Extra chairs were p laced in 
the front of the house chamber 
for senators and cabinet mem­ 
bers. Foreign dip lomats were in­ 
vited to sit in their sp ecial gal­ 
lery, and 600 tickets were issued 
to other visitors. 
Besides today ’s message, Mr. 
Roosevelt will submit another 
imp ortant document—next y ear’s 
budget estimates—either tomor­ 
row or Wednesday . 
Democratic as well as Rep ubli­ 
can leaders forecast that the ses­

BALANCED BUDGET IS 
OUT, PRESIDENT SAYS 


Washington, Jan. 3 (^P) — Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt told congress to­ 
day th at “misuse of the p owers 
of cap ital” must be ended “or the 
cap italistic sy stem will destroy 
itself through its own abuses.” 
At the same time he called 
up on both cap ital and labor to 
co-op erate with the government 
in working out the welfare of 
the nation. Both group s, he said, 
should realize th at “p ower and 
resp onsibility go hand in hand.” 
“Chiefly because of the need 
of national unity in ending mis­ 
takes of the p ast and meeting 
the necessities of today , we m ust 
carry on,” Mr.*Roosevelt said. “I 
do not p rop ose to let the p eop le 
down. I am sure the congress of 
the United States will not let 
the p eop le down.” 
In the message which he de­ 
livered p ersonally to a joint ses­ 
sion of the house and senate the 
p resident disclosed th at a bal­ 
anced budget is out of the p ic­ 
ture for the next fiscal y ear. He 
said, however, th at his budget 
estimates would show a “further 
decrease in the deficit.”

Th e h op es th a t were h eld out during th e first 
h alf of th is y ear for continued ex p ansion of in ­ 
dustrial p roduction, grow th of p riv ate em p loy ­ 
m ent, and an increasing national income, h av e 
been dissip ated. Th e U nited S tates enters th e 
new y ear under th e cloud of a critical business 
recession. 
Th e v alues of securities dep reciated by more 
th a n 40 p er cent in a single week during October 
— an d th ey are still h ov ering near th e lows 
reach ed a t th a t tim e. Th e unem p loy m ent totals, 
notably in th e h eav y industries, are soaring seri­ 
ously . Th e stan dard indices of business activ ity 
h av e sh own alarm ing and 
continued 
drop s. 
Frigh tened inv estors rev eal an increasing dis­ 
inclination to p lace th e ir money in p roductiv e 
enterp rise. Indiv iduals, worried as to th e future, 
are cutting th eir p ersonal buy ing to th e lim it, 
w ith th e resultan t dep ressiv e influence on th e 
entire business structure. Th e ch aotic labor sit­ 
uation is still anoth er barrier to th e norm al p rog­ 
ress of trade and industry . 
Th is recession cannot be accurately com p ared 
to th e occasional declines w h ich ch aracterize al­ 
m ost all up w ard business cy cles. It is, instead, 
th e inev itable result of a long series of deliberate 
acts w h ich could culm inate only in w h at we w it­ 
ness today . Th ose wh ose v oices were disregarded 
for m any y ears, because th ey refused to v iew 
conditions th rough rose-colored glasses, are see­ 
ing th eir p rop h ecies and th eir fears come true 
today . 
Th e federal gov ernm ent h as p ursued a p olicy 
of com p etition w ith p riv ate business, w h ich h as 
p rev ented th e sp ending of billions of p riv ate 
cap ital. 
Th e federal gov ernm ent lias p ursued a fiscal 
p olicy wh ich , long enough continued, m ust end 
in bankrup tcy — and h as continuously p ut off 
th e day of reckoning. Some two dollars h av e been 
sp ent for ev ery dollar receiv ed in tax rev enues. 
Th e federal debt h as doubled in about fiv e y ears. 
And th e burden of p resent h eav y tax es, p lus th e 
p rosp ect of still h eav ier tax es in th e future, h as 
been one of th e m ost dam p ening of all influences 
th a t retard inv estm ent and industrial dev elop ­ 
m ent. 
Th e federal, as well as m any of th e state gov ­ 
ernm ents, h as h am p ered norm al com p etition h i 
th e field of retail trade, to th e end th a t p rices 
h av e been artificially forced up w ard, and th e 
consum er h as rebelled. 
Business h as been burdened w ith sp ecial tax es 
wh ich , wh ile sm all rev enue p roducers, disrup t 
industrial op erations, p rev ent th e crea­ 
tion of th e financial surp luses wh ich are essen­ 


tial safeguards against bad tim es, and discourage 
ex p ansion. 
In brief, gov ernm ent h as tended in late y ears 
to be th e enem y , not th e ally , of legitim ate 
business — a subsidized com p etitor, n ot a n um ­ 
p ire, in affairs th a t belong p rop erly in th e sp h ere 
of p riv ate enterp rise in a dem ocratic nation. 
W h at can be done to rem edy th is? Th e answ er 
is p lain — an d it h as been giv en m any tim es by 
m en p rom inent in finance, in industry , in jo ur­ 
nalism , and in th e gov ernm ent itself. 
First, business m ust be reassured — and th a t 
m eans th a t it m ust be conv inced th a t it will be 
p erm itted, under th e A m erican sy stem of free 
enterp rise, to carry on its functions w ith out bu­ 
reaucratic dictation, an d earn a reasonable p rofit 
from its labors. 
Second, it is essential th a t Congress take th e 
necessary step s to rem ov e from th e bent back 
of industry , th e cap ital gains and th e surp lus 
p rofits tax es w h ich are often called “tax es w ith ­ 
out a friend.”
